Bunker & Co., and received bis pay from 
the state. It was brought out tbat George 
P. Bunker, Andrews' predecessor as grain 
inspector; W. S. Cantrell. chairman of tbe 
•nilroad and warehouse commission, and 
Dwlght W. Andrews, form the flrm of 
George P. Bunker & Co., and its business 
bad been largely selling wagons and bar- 
ness to tbe state. Two salesmen of the 
firm who did not work for the state were 
paid salary as grain Inspectors, but they 
never did any work. It was shown that 
(10,690 bad been paid "helpers" and oth- 
ers In 1896, who did no work for the 
state. Andrews did not appear before 
the committee, and it is likely be will be 
arrested for contempt tomorrow and taken 
to Springfield. 
It is charged tbat there is 


a shortage of $4<>,000 in tbe accounts of 
Andrews and bis bondsmen will probably 
be eued.

food Adulteration. 


Recently Harvey W. Wiley, chemist in 


tbe department of agriculture, delivered a 
lecture In tbe National Museum upon 
food adulteration. Prof. Wiley said that 
almost one-half of the labor of the worli 
is spent In pursuit of food. He classified 
tbe foods, giving a short description ol 
each class. Organic foods were divided 
into three classes. The mineral foods 
comprised all those things most necessary 
to human existence. 


" Foods ara adulterated for many pur 


poses," said Prof. Wiley, "but th« main 
reason Is for the purpose of gain. Adul 
teration may be accomplished <n two 
ways: By abstracting a valuable ingred 
lent from the food, or by adding some 
cbenper substance to Increase the weight 
These processes may not -be injurious to 
health, but are adulterations and frauds 
upon the purchasers of the goods. There 
is but one proper way to preserve foods 
and that is through sterilization, and af 
terward hermetically sealing the vessel 
in which they are kept. The germs tha 
are a part of the food and produce deoom 
position are destroyed by boiling. The 
process of sterilization is expensive, an 
the dealers In preserved foods finds that i 
may be done much cheaper by tbe use o 
salicylic acid, which paralyzes organic ac 
Hon. 
This has a deleterious effect upon 


the digestion, and may in time produc 
bad results." 


Mr. Wile} then showed a sample of ad 


ulterated honey, which defied detection 
and said that oat of 500 samples he hac 
purchased tnougbout tbe country 60 pe 
cent were adulterated. 
The adulteratec 


honey that he showed wan one ot the olov 
erest of all adulterations, the inauufactur 
ers going ao far as to put in remnants o 
bees wings, legs, etc., to carry out th 
fraud. 
He showed come sugar made o 


corn sterob, which was as valuable fo 
food as cane sugar and cost about th 
same to manufacture. It is almost !m 
possible to get an unadulterated spice,an 
the lecturer showed some nice icokln 
coffee, which he declared had never bee 
within a thousand miles of a coffee tree 
Cotton seed oil was often substituted fa 
olive oil, and was equally as good, so fa 
as Its food value wai concerned. 


"The coming salad oil," he doclara 


'will be made out of sunflower seed. 1 
is a perfect' substitute for olive oil an 
will be so cheap that any person can affor 
to use it upon bis table."

Primarily the Im- 
petus given to the demand for sugar beet 
seed is tbe prospect of the passage of the 
new tariff bill which embraces protection 
0 sugar for tbe encouragement of tbe 
production of b-et sugar'. Tbe McKlnley 


)ill provided a sugar bounty to encourage 
he production of lisot sugar and the in- 
dustry was growing rapidly until a Demo- 
cratic free trade victory struck the coun- 
try with tbe assurance that it would de- 
stroy the policy of encouraging any In- 
dustry on American soil Including tbe 
'oung beet sugar Industry. But it should 
not be forgotten that with tbe destruction 
irthe crippling of these Industries the 
price of farm products went down and for 
three years has remained as low relatlvc- 
y as the depression m manufactures.

The water from the milk rapidly 


evaporates, aud then a decoction made 
on the spot from vines is added and the 
stuff coagulates into the crude rubber 
of commerce. And so the process, goes 
on, from tree to tree, and group togroup 
of trees, as long as the provisions last. 
The rubber is baled up and collected at 
the camp, whence it is portaged by 
Indians to the rher aiid towed by 
canoes to the settlement. Such at least 
was my method of doing it, butnaturaJ- 
ly the conditions vary in different coun- 
tries. 


The great point, however, is this: 


Whatever the process followed, it is in 
the end so wasteful that already the 
time is within sight when the natural 
resources of the tropical forests will 
be exhausetd. The demand for rubber 
is so great, and moreover is increasing 
so very rapidly, that in view of this 
threatened exhaustion of the source of 
supply, many governments are taking 
steps to encourage the cultivation of 
the rubber plant, particularly the 
Castillia elastica, as a regular industry. 
The government of Nicaragua, for in- 
stance, pays a bounty on each tree cul- 
tivated, and here in Jamaica the gov- 
erment has established an experimental 
plantation that is doing- well. But those 
who know anything about the splendid 
resulte obtained by the few long-headed 
people who have established experi- 
mental plantations in Mexico and Cen- 
tral America, simply smile at the gov- 
ernments for interfering. For no other 
tropical industry offers greater induce- 
ments for investment to men of mod- 
erate capital who can afford to wait 
eight years for big returns. 


For political and social reasons that 


are too obvious to be dwelt on here 
Jamaica offers far greater encourage- 
ment to the American who is seeking 
an outlet for his personal energy and 
surplus capital than any Central Ameri- 
can state, or possibly even Mexico. And 
there are many openings in agricultural 
industry that may be taken up most 
profitably now that railroads traverse 
the island and tap its resources. But 
It, is doubtful if among all theee indus- 
tries any oneoffersabetter opening than 
India rubber, albeit it is not now culti- 
vated outside the government botanic- 
al station. I say this because the cli- 
matic and soil conditions are identical 
with those of Nicaragua, and I have now 
before me some of the result* of an ex-

poriment in rubber cultrvation' in the 
latter country. 


Planted 3 a feet apart, at, they should 


be, an acre of ground will carry 193 
rubber trees. The trees begin to yield 
merchantable gum in the eighth year, 
end it is estimated that they give one 
pound of rubber each crop or tapping 
for every ye-ir of their life. And the 
life of a rubber tree is practically of in- 
definite duration. However, the highest 
jielcl is probably 15 pounds, whilst an 
cight-vear tree- will probably not givr 
above si\ or eight. The yield may bo 
said to be governed by seasons and cul- 
ure. At any rate, in the Nicaragua ex- 
periment I have in mind, the cost of 
planting out and maintenance of the 
acre during eight jears amounted to 
$36, whilst the cost of tapping the 186 
trees when ripe was $15. They yielded 
0,601 ;xmnds of rubber, which fetched! 
5C cents in the Hew York market, the 
lot bringing $537. Of course, freight 
must be ileductedi, but after all pos- 
sible allowances are made it will be 
seen that there is money, and good 
money, too, in the India rubber busai- 
ness. 


Anyone coming to Jamaica would not, 


of course, get land at $1.20 per acre as 
in Nicaragua, nor would he receive the 
five cents premium per tree that the re- 
public pavs. But on the other hand, 
v\ hilst he can get good land at reason- 
able rates and on easy terms, the gov- 
ernment is prepared to extentr-special 
facilities to bona fide settlers that more 
thau counterbalance Nicaragua's at- 
tractions, without mentioning the abso- 
lute security and the social advantages 
that Jamaica has to offer to settlers 
from the United States. And over and 
abo'ie all this, the botanical station af- 
fords all necessary information 
imd 


practical assistance to agriculturists. 
In other words, the resources of the 
government are open to settlers "with- 
out money and without price."
